Hoosier farm ers indicated they would plant a total of 
3.6 million acres of soybeans, alm ost two per cent more 
than they said they would in Jan u ary and nine per cent 
larger than the acreage actually planted in soybeans 
last year. 
F arm ers indicate Indiana corn acreage will be 6 6 
million acres, topping the previous record high of 6 5 
million acres planted last year. While the estim ated 
planting is nearly two per cent higher than 1076 acreage, 
it is about one per cent

Quincy Adams* elm tree is in 
bad shape and a maple planted 
by Grover Cleveland's wife is 
"just about dead " 
The best efforts to minimize 
the effects of the rugged Minter 
of *77 have not been enough to 
spare a good number of trees 
and shrubs dotting the m an 
sum 's 10-acre grounds 
"It has been a trying spring 
for us," said Irwin Williams, 
the chief horticulturist who first 
cam e to the White House in 
1040 
He listed holly, rhododendron, 
ivy and "m any, many other 
shrubs" that were either killed 
by 
the 
cold 
or 
were 
not 
expected to survive. 
"W e’ve 
not 
had 
a 
real 
problem with winter dam age in 
years." Williams said 
He pointed toward a large 
elm planted on a knoll in 182b 
by 
Adams. 
"W e’re 
worried 
about that tree," he said 
The 
trouble 
began 
last 
sum m er, when its limbs were 
hit by lightning Later in the 
year, it was dam aged by a 
storm 
Williams said he was “keep 
mg 
a 
close 
watch 
on 
it," 
explaining the tree has become 
"w eak" and susceptible "to 
just about anything, including 
Dutch elm disease." 
As he stood on the South 
Lawn, his eyes scanned the 
grounds, .stopping at the two 
Ja p a n e se m aples planted by 
Mrs. Grover Cleveland. 
One 
showed off the 
pink 
coloring that comes in spring 
The other was barren 
"That 
one is just about dead," he 
conceded 
They don’t know for sure if 
the winter weather alone was 
responsible 
for 
the 
empty 
branches. Williams said. "We 
can ’t be sure what happened " 
The two trees stand in the open 
on opposite sides of the w ater 
fountain in the middle of the 
South Lawn 
There 
are 
18 
trees 
that 
officially 
have 
a 
historical 
significance. There are others, 
how ever, w ith a sen tim en tal 
value. 
They were not spared.

ADDING FUEL TO THE FIRE

Consolidate 


ROME (UP!) — Italy's Communists are moving to 
consolidate their already strong voice in the nation’s 
governing councils with a political offer the U.S. backed 
Christian Democrats are finding increasingly difficult to 
re fu s e 
If successful, the Communist m aneuver would put the 
party and its Socialist allies directly behind, if not 
actually in, Italy's seats of power — a development not 
likely to find favor in Washington 
The Communist offer calls for form al and open policy 
consultations between the Christian D e m o c r a t s 
Socialists and Communists that would allow the leftist 
parties to vote with the government on key issues in - 
parliam ent 
That would represent a major step-up in prestige and 
power for the leftist parties, which for the past eight 
months have kept Prem ier Giulio Andreotti’s minority 
Christian 
Democratic 
government 
in 
office 
b y 
abstaining in major parliam entary votes 
Political analysts are saying the Christian Democrats 
may be forced to accept the left's latest maneuver 
because a refusal would trigger a government crisis and 
new national elections that could bring political chaos as 
well as wreck Italy’s already fragile economy. 
Even Christian Democratic party secretary Benigno 
Zaccagnini conceded the implicit logic of this view when 
he told a recent party meeting. "We will leave nothing 
untried to give the government a broader political 
consensus." 
Communist party chief Enrico Beriinguer says the left 
I seeking consultations with the Christian Democrats 
that would result in a common legislative program 
‘ guaranteed by a clear and stable parliam entary 
m ajority." Such an accord, says Beriinguer. should 
include collaboration not only in drafting legislation, but 
in seeing that it is carried out. 
Politicians say this means eventually replacing 
Andreotti's present Christian Democratic cabinet with 
another one headed by Andreotti but including non-party 
technocrats who would be acceptable to the left in key 
positions. 
The Communists ami Socialists say they will begin 
negotiations to win backing for the plan later this 
month ' 
The Christian Democrats became vulnerable to the 
leftist move following the June 1976 national elections in 
which the Communists increased their electoral strength 
from the 27 2 per cent of 1972 to 34.5 per cent.

Lowering Cholesterol Levels

Dear Mr T.: 
I gather from the rest of your 
letter that you are seeking a 
magic wand that will lower your 
blood cholesterol and relieve 
you of playing a responsible 
part in accomplishing it. 
Drugs alone will not be ef­ 
fective if you don't limit the 
kind of foods you eat and the 
amount. The accumulation of 
extra weight, cigarette smoking 
and uncontrolled high blood 
pressure are important in the 
total management of the patient 
with 
high cholestrol and 
triglyceride levels. 
There are a number of ef­ 
fective drugs for lowering the 
cholestrol. A new one, protocol, 
was recently developed and 
reported in the scientific 
literature. In a large series of 
well-controlled cases, most of 
the patients lost about 20 per 
cent of their cholesterol levels 
in the blood. 
In the clinical trials, running 
over a period of eight years, 
there was remarkable freedom 
from side effects This ami 
other drugs are being used 
successfully, but only in a well­ 


organised program that is 
directed at the total problem.

History And Hearsay 
Conner Prairie 
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By LAI KA RHETTA JOE DEIX;ATTO 


With the coming of April Conner Prairie 
Pioneer Settlement spring* to life Owned and 
operated by Earlham College this restored 
pioneer village Is rn 
living 
museum of 
Indiana's earliest days ll "represent* the 
tim e when this stale grew from a rugged 
frontier into a hardy state In less than fifty 
years " It features the IBIO trading post of 
William Conner where the Delaware Indians 
cam e to trade their furs for white m an's 
goods and the 1823 bock m ansion Conner built 
for hts second wife, 
The rest is a careful restoration of the 
village as it might have been in the old days 
"E ach structure, including its furniture and 
accessories, is true to that period,'' says a 
flyer advertising the settlem ent "As a result 
Conner Prairie is factual 
but 
it'i also 
fascinating 
Instead of just restoring the 
buildings and the furniture of the period, 
we’ve also preserved the frontier way of life 
Their approach to each day was summed up 
in :use it up Wear it out Make it do. or do 
without 
you can see how the spring house 
functioned as a refrigerator, how thick pet 
(leosta insulated Hie women from the kit 
chen's heat 
chant the sing song lessons in 
the schoolhouse where book* were scarce, 
and watch as old arts such as dying, can­ 
dlem aking. basket weaving and culcimer 
playing lake place ” 
L ocated 
betw een 
In d ian ap o lis 
and 
Noblesville, this settlem ent took its name 
from William Conner, first white settler in 
that territory Conner was the brother ol John 
Conner for whom our nearby neighbor. 
('(Minersville, took its nam e The two were son 
of Richard Conner and M argaret Boyer 
Though not so well known as their more 
famous sons, the story of Richard and 
M argaret is an rom antic as that in any 
historical novel 
It began during the French and Indian War, 
when Indian raids in eastern Pennsylvania 
were a common occurrence In the sum m er 
of 1756. while her father and older brother 
were working in the fields, M argaret and her 
sm all sister were playing nearby. A party of 
Shawnee attacked, killing the father and 
carrying off the children The brother was 
later released but the two girls rem ained with 
the Indians The sister m arried an Indian 
chief, according to family tradition, and 
M argaret was spied by Conner as he prowled 
through the Ohio trading with the Indians 
He fell in love with the beautiful captive and 
asked permission of the chief to m arry her 
Perm ission was granted, but there were 
strings attached First there was money to be 
paid It is said the sum was $200, not much by 
our standards, but a fortune to a young trader 
of those tim es But there was still another 
condition, harder to meet than the first Their 
first born son must rem ain with the tribe The 
m a rria g e c o n tra ct a g ree d to, R ichard 
claim ed his bride 
After their m arriage they continued to live 
with the Shawnee Here their first son, Jam es 
was born True to their prom ise, the Conners 
gave him into the keeping of the Shawnee and 
sorrowfully went back to Pittsburg to live 
among their own people But M argaret could 
not forget her son though a second son, John, 
had arrived in 1775. When the Continental, 
Congress sought men to go into Ohio and try 
to keep the Indians peaceful, John volun­ 
teered 
The couple went to Schoenbrunn 
carrying a ‘‘Congress Belt ” This was a token

of peace which was given to the tribe* living 
there 
Richard Conner m ade m any trtpa to other 
tribes, carrying out the double purpose of 
service to his country while seeking his (oat 
son Finally he was successful After sundry 
tribal conferences he wa* allowed to ransom 
the child for forty dollars The family circle 
complete, they were happy for a short while 
As the Revolutionary War progressed, the 
English stepped up their efforts to arouse the 
Indians against the Am ericans The Conners 
and their neighbor* were forced to leave 
peaceful Sc hoenbrunn for a safer place Many 
of them went deeper into the wilderness to the 
town 
of 
Lichtenau 
where 
the 
friendly 
Delaware promised them protection But soon 
the Delaware were put under pressure by the 
other tribes They wavered for a time, then 
decided to join the British The whiles were 
driven from their com fortable town 
After many hardships, the Conner family, 
with two more sons. William and baby Henry, 
m ade their way to Detroit and m anaged to 
survive somehow throughout the rem ainder 
of the w ar They took up residence just out- 
side the city in a Chippewa village where 
other white refugees had been granted per 
mission to stay Here a daughter Susanna was 
bom . Perhaps the most rem arkable thing 
about all their perilous journeying* was that 
not one child died Here the elder Conners 
rem ained until their death. 
Why John and William chose to come to 
Indiana is not know n.'"There may have been 
a desire for adventure and new scenes, or 
they may have come seeking Indian women 
they had met in their youth and become a t­ 
tached to 
At any rate, both soon had 
Delaware wives," A less rom antic possibility 
is that the Conners followed the friendly tribe 
of Indians whose language and customs they 
knew so well for the purpose of trade and 
interm arried in order to facilitate their 
trading operations 
a custom quite common 
in those days 
Both men served Governor William Henry 
Harrison as guides and interpreters on 
diplom atic missions, as advisors in treaty 
makings, and as scouts when war broke out 
again in 1812 William helped m ake the treaty 
by which the Delaware were removed from 
Indiana and watched his wife and six children 
go west with the tribes She was the daughter 
of Chief Anderson and refused to leave her 
people. 


In 1820 William Conner took Elizabeth 
Chapman for hts second wife. He was thirty 
years older than hts new bride, but by all 
accounts the m arriage was a happy one. It 
was for her William built the brick home 
which is now the centerpiece of the restored 
village. Here they lived for m any years and 
raised a family of ten children 
Besides his trading post and farm , William 
operated a wool carding mill, a saw mill, a 
gristm ill and a distillery 
He dabbled in the 
building of roads, canals and railroads and 
was active in politics serving three term s in 
the Indiana House of Representatives 
When 
his 
brother 
John 
died 
in 
1823 
William 
took 
over 
his 
businesses 
and 
m anaged them, too. 
William would probably be pleased to know 
his old home is preserved as a mem orial to 
those old days, but I think he might laugh if 
he read the iastlm es in the flyer which ad 
vertises it- "Come to Conner Prairie. See life 
from scratch,but a slower, less static life.’*..

Param ount, the giant of the 1930*. has less 
than IO per cent of the m arket now and 
M etroG okhrynM syer. the other giant of 
those days, no longer is producing

them to television networks and stations, but 
its m ain source of revenue la Its gambling 
casinos 
The nature of today's golden era is best 
dem onstrated 
by 
the 
recent 
television 
showing of Alex Hairy'* "R oots." filmed by 
U niversal, which consumed 
It hours of 
prim e tim e 
Novelist Jam es A M ichm er said "R oots" 
not only earned millions for Universal and 
the ABC network but probably would yield 
author Haley $4 million at once M ichener 
said he thought Haley s saga of a black 
family was a once in-acentury m iracle Uke 
"U ncle Tom ’s Cabin." but he said the book 
publishing and film industries now will 
strive to approach itaauccesa 
Even before the televising of "R oots." a 
num ber of Wall Street firm s had published 
g towing accounts of both recent prog m w

These firm s included Mitchell • 
Hutchins. Inc ; Prescott, Bail A Turben.

The Paine Webber study predicted that,

Mr A was given three doses of nicotine 
gum. containing I, 2 and 4 m illigram s of the 
drug He also received a gum that did not 
contain nicotine but which appeared and 
tasted identical to the nicotine gum Each 
gum was coded and Mr 
A was told to 
choose a gum a* needed and to note hi* 
response, 
The report said Mr 
A 
was able to 
distinguish among the gum s on the basts of

Mr. A reported the gum had been a 
painless and necessary aid in giving up 
smoking At last check, seven months later, 
he rem ained off cigarettes 
Two other teaU then were conducted on 
two other m en who w ere slopping smoking 
One was given a dum my gum for one week 
and the other was given nicotine gum for 
two weeks 


The m an on the gum with no nicotine 
reported 
increased 
feelings 
of 
anxiety, 
frustration, decreased alertness and severe 
craving for cigarettes The subject who used 
nicotine gum experienced no such symptoms 
until he discontinued gum use. 
The m an given the dum my gum started 
smoking as soon as the study ended and the 
other subject resum ed smoking a few weeks 
later The researchers said “if he had been 
allowed to pace his use of the gum in 
response to craving as Mr. A had done, he 
might have been successful in remaining 
abstinent ”

watershed development projects m ay be 
canceled by the C arter adm inistration 
State officials of the Soil Conservation 
Service have been told to put results of the 
initial screening into the m ail by April 22. 
Within a week, officials plan lo assem ble a 
nationwide list showing how m any of the 
projects passed the first 
test 
and 
are 
exem pt from further review. 
Projects which do not survive the first 
screening will undergo further study of 
costs, benefits and environm ental impact. 
Those about which officials have doubts 
after the second review will be announced 
publicly by June 17 according to current 
schedules. Public hearings on the endangered 
projects will be held locally by July I. 
Finally, according to a t i m e t a b l e 
announced earlier by Agriculture Secretary 
Bob Bergland, the Agriculture D epartm ent 
will give President C arter by 
July 
15 
recom m endations on any projects it decides 
should be dropped Carter, in turn, will send 
recom m endations to Congress. 
The w atershed projects, most including 
sm all dam s, are much sm aller than the 
giant dam projects C arter is planning to 
cancel. 
The projects, costing an average of $2 
million in federal funds apiece, are mostly 
designed to prevent floods and prom ote 


conservation in sm all upstream watersheds 
from coast to coast 
They also serve to 
furnish municipal w ater supplies for some 
sm all towns and provide recreation and 
other benefits.

Hollywood 
production charts. 
The last successful large- 
scale war films were "Patton” 
and "The Longest Day," big 
hits, and "Midway” and "The 
Green Berets,” not so big. 
During and Just after World 
War II, pictures dealing with 
heroic soldiers, 
sailors and 
airmen were a stock Hollywood 
commodity. Indeed, where 
would John Wayne have been 
without them? 
But in the past decade a 
world seeking peace became 
weary and then resentful of 
films dealing with exploding 
shells, machine gun bursts and 
the gratuitous gore of warfare 
The result has been a dearth 
of war films 
Studios were 
finding them too expensive to 
make anyway — hundreds of 
extras, caravans of equipment, 
tons of explosives and long 
production schedules 
But England's Sir Lew Grade 
has come up with "Cross of 
Iron," a World War ll epic of 
the German arm y’s 1*43 defeat 
on the Russian front 
Sam 
Peckinpah, 
the 
con­ 
troversial 
master of 
screen 
violence, directed the saga on 
locations in northern Yugos 
lavia with an international cast, 
including Jam es Coburn, Max­ 
imilian Schell, Jam es Mason, 
David 
Warner 
and 
Senta 
Berger. 
Coburn, who starred in two 
other 
Peckinpah 
films 
— 
"Major 
Dundee” 
and 
"Pat 
Garrett and Billy the Kid” — 
plays a war-weary professional 
German sergeant whose platoon 
takes the brunt of the action in 
the movie. 
In defense of violence in 
films, and this one in par 
ticular, Coburn said war is a 
traditional backdrop for drama 
going back to antiquity. 
"You 
can’t 
have 
a 
war 
without violence,” he said, an 
observation that resists criti­ 
cism. 
"But then you can’t have life 
without violence either. Vio­ 
lence is the first experience of 
every human being — birth We 


all surf life with a scream of 
shock 
“But a war picture can be 
made without glorifying vide*! 
ce. and that's what Peckinpah 
has done with 'Cross of Iron', 
"My character is a German 
He's a professional soldier A 
sympathetic character who is 
simply doing the best job he 
can, The fact 
that 
he 
is 
German is beside the point, 
"It’s been traditional in most 
war movies to depict German 
soldiers as beastlike Nonsense 
Few of the rank and file 
soldiers were Nazis. Like other 
men. they bore arms out of 
patriotism and a 
sense of
